THE POST MASTER GENE HAL'S 
REPORT. 



The report of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral for tko year ending 30th June, 
1879, has been issued. It shows a de- 
crease of nearly §1,U00 compared with 
the annual revenue for 1878. In the 
latter year the annual revenue was 
§1,540, 381.08, while in the year end- 
ing 30th June, 1879, the annual re- 
venue was only §1,539,303.68. Since 
the 1st of July last, however, there 
has been an increase, as cor.i pared with 
the previous half year, and the report 
shows a marked improvement in re- 
ceipts. In the half year ending 31st 
December, 1878, ihe issue of postage 
stamps, post cards, ifcc, had been §724- 
894.40, while for the year ending 31st 
December, 1879, tho receipts were 
§775,890.42, thus showing an increase 
of correspondence amounting to a re- 
venue of $51,000. The expenditure 
for the year 1876 was §56,900.95, 
more than for the year 1878. Tho in- 
crease arose from the number qf new 
postal routes opened, tho readjustment 
of tho compensation allowed to coun- 
try postmasters, and tho increased sal- 
aries allowed to city post offices and 
railway mail clerks. The Government 
havo given better accommodation for 
the sale of postage stamps, and the 
greater the accommodation tho greater 
the sale, and consequently the larger 
the commission allowed. There were 
1,940,000 letters registered, and only 
57 cases of miscarriage from all causes 
orono case of miscarriage in every 34- 
056 letters registered. Of tho lost let- 
ters the contents of 227 of them were 
made good while 15 arc reported to 
have'failed in reaching their destina- 
tion. Of dead letters there wore 630,- 
847 passed through tho post office, and 
the number is decreasing every year, 
of which C,6S2 were registered letters 
and 3,403 unregistered letters,- which 
were found to contain valuo when 
opened to be returned to tho writers. 
The report shows that thero are 16,- 
156,034 miles of annual mail travel, 
that there were 5,606 post offices, t 452 
clerks, carriers, &c., 190 railway mail 
clerks, 12 post office inspectors, 9 as- 
sistant post office inspectors, and 50 
messengers. There were 817 new ap- 
pointments to postmasterships made 
and 44 new post officers, and 444 
miles of new post routes were opened 
in the .North West.

A "FELLOW FEELING."

There is, 
however, such a thing as a healthy pub- 
lic opinion which once aroused would 
be apt to sharpen hi3 blunted ideas of 
decency. 



Tho Coal Block at Nanaimo. 

Nanaimo, B.C., March 4th, 1880. 

To the Editor of The Colonist: — 
Sir — Knowing that your valuable pa- 
per has the largest circulation of any 
of the provincial papers in Nanaimo, I 
hope you will pardon nie_.ior thus en- 
croaching upon your valuable space. 
My excuse is the importance of the 
subject, viz., the Nanaimo strike, or, 
at least, such it threatens to be. For 
a long time past tho miners of Nanai- 
mo have been paid at the rate of §1 
per ton for ail coal dug by them. Now 
it is proposed to reduce figures to 80 
cents per ton for tho coal dug by the 
miners or coal-cutters. Let us review 
tho state of affairs at present and the 
proposed reduction. Every miner now 
digs 2352 lbs. or21 cwts. of 112 lbs. per 
cwt., which you will find is about 4 cents 
and 25 mills for every 100 lbs. of coal 
produced. Each 100 lbs. is dug by the 
miner, who fills it into the cars, fur- 
nishes his own blasting powder, fuse, 
lamp oil, blasting paper and part of his 
tools — the most expensive part, the 
patent ratchet drills — for the sum of 4 
cents 25 mills for each 100 lbs. of coal. 
In addition, he must remove all dirt or 
dross from the coal face, clear the coal 
from rock or shale and not unfrequeht- 
]y lay his own tramway — all for 4 cents 
and 25 mills per 100 lbs. The proposed 
reduction amounts to an offer for each 
100 lbs. of coal produced o£ 3 cents 48 
mills, or rather less than 2>\ cents per 
100 lbs. It also is a rule with the coal 
companies that bach car of coal must 



be clean coal — must contain as small a 
percentage as possible of small coal or 
it is liable to be docked, that is, sub- 
jected to a reduction for such small coal 
as may bo found in the car. Tho 
amount is estimated and deducted from 
the gross weight. 

It strikes us very forcibly that 
cents or twopence farthing per 100 lbs. 
cannot be the cause of small dividends 
or profits, but that "the cause" will be 
found elsewhere. If the coal compan- 
ies of British Columbia do not pay it 
is not because tho coal digger lias too 
much pay. We think that homo col- 
lieries are paying just about as much 
as twopence farthing per 100 lbs. for 
the digging and filling. Surely that 
can't be exorbitant, while Victorians 
are paying (say) 30 cents per 100 lbs. 
for the same coal, or about eight times 
tho cost of cutting tho same. Wo don't 
say thero should not be' retrenchment 
in the expenses, and wo express the 
views of the majority of the minors 
when we say that they would give 
their most hearty support to a thor- 
ough investigation into general expen- 
ditures. 

In conclusion, while the prices of 
goods of all kinds are rising as trade en- 
livens in the East from 10to40 per cent, 
it is an utter impossibility to bring up 
a family on 3h cents per 100 lbs. for 
coal, so that that family will bo an 
honor to the state and a benefit to the 
community at largo.

A SERMON. 



BY A LAYMAN. 



Subject: — Communion with God. 
"But when thou prayest, enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut the 
door pray to thy Father which is in 
eecrot, and thy Father which seoth in 
secrot shall reward thee openly. — 
Matthew, Chap. G, v. 6. 
These words of the Saviour, make 
known to us the manner in which wo 
should approach our Heavenly Father 
when seeking to place ourselves in com- 
munion with Him. There is to be se- 
clusion — a seclusion that will shut out 
worldly thoughts ; a seclusion that will 
tend to bring man more immediately 
into tho presence of his Maker ; at sucb 
solemn moments the Saviour proclaims 
"The prayer to the Father in secret, 
the Father who seeth in secret shall 
reward openly." By the coming of the 
Messiah the communication of God 
with his chosen people, which for 400 
years previous to his coming had been 
withheld, was now resumed. Tlio'pur- 
pose of this new revelation was to 
bring man into closer connection with 
his Maker, to give him an insight of 
tho Kingdom of Heaven not hitherto 
vouchsafed, and to teach him more dis- 
tinctly than by sacrifice and burnt 
oflerings that "God is a spirit, and 
that they who worship Him must wor- 
hip Him in s pirit and in truth." 

There have been found in the pre- 
sent day those who regard communion 
with God by prayer as of no avail, con- 
tending that the purposes of Heaven 
are not altered by petitions from earth, 
and that consequently prayer has no 
efficacy ; but notwithstanding such ar- 
guments the natural helplessness of 
man will generate desiro for help from 
the Supreme Being, and that desire for 
help will find vent in prayer. Man in 
his journey through life feels the inad 
equacy of worldly aid, and that in the 
hour of trial he must be sustained by 
moro comforting assurances than tho 
world can give. There is. in man a di- 
vinity within that seeks for devotional 
utterance, and though constrained will 
involuntarily declare itself. How often, 
indeed, has this been exemplified in mo- 
ments of extreme peril, by tho cry of 
"Oh ! merciful God, save us, we per- 
ish." Lips that have never uttered 
the name of God but in profanity will 
at such times burst forth in earnest 
appeal to that God whom they havo 
hitherto derided. Tho fact is prayer is 
innate in man, and even though it be 
not exercised is nevertheless part of his 
nature. 

To the natural mind of man it may 
seem impossiblo that the prayer offered 
in secret should find its way to Hea- 
ven : but with God all things are possi- 
ble. "Ho that hath made tho eye, 
shall he not see ? He that hath made 
the car, shall he not hear." As to the 
assertion that prayer is so much useless 
devotion, yielding no results, can it bo 
possible, even admitting thero should 
be no apparent response to tho prayer 
uttered, that tho commmnion with God 
involved in prayer does not purify the 
soul and better prepare it for Heaven ? 
But does it necessary follow that be- 
cause there is no apparent direct res- 
ponso to prayer thero is no response at 
all? There may be an indirect, re- 
sponse, better suited to tho need, and 
conferring greater blessing. Special 
prayer indeed for the accomplishment 
of any particular desiro receives no 
encouragement from the Saviour, for 
he says, " Your Heavenly Father 
knoweth what things' ye need of before 
you ask him; after this maunor, there- 
fore, pray ye," and then follows by 
way of example that prayer so familiar 
beginning with " Our Father which art 
in Hoaven, hallowed be Thy name, " 



It must be evident from the language 
of this prayer that the soul's offering, 
rightlycomprehended, should be regard- 
ed more as tho homage of adoration 
than a petition for particular favors to 
be received. But, be that as it may, 
the soul's distress in its anguish will 
plead for special help ; but, however 
urgent tho need for particular relief, 
faith must be exercised, and no dis- 
couragement felt if there be no appar- 
ent reply, for with the injunction that 
has been given, " ask, and ye shall re- 
ceive," we may bo well assured, prayer 
will not be in vain. As evidenco of 
that closer relationship of God with man 
introduced by Christ's coming, and to 
which at beginning wo made allusion, 
wn have in Our Lord's Prayer the great 
Ruler of the universe put before us 
under tho endearing appellation of 
Father, and are taught by the Saviour, 
as thus represented, there exists to- 
wards us tho love of a father to his 
children. 

Of all things difficult of comprehen- 
sion, of appreciation, and of realization 
is such relationship of God to man, 
rendered more especially so in this age 
of faith with no apparent interpositions 
of Deity in the affairs of men. Tho 
time when God's voice was heard from 
Heaven, when there were angel's visits 
and visions and dreams to prophets, 
is altogether a thing of the past; great- 
er then the need of the mind being 
thoroughly awakened to tho fact that 
the coming of the Suriour with the 
fullness of tlie Gospel message swept 
away the necessity of the continuanco 
of such manifestations of Deity ; that 
God in these latter days has spoken to 
us by his son, once and for all, and 
that in the future a more intimate re- 
lation was to be established by invoca- 
tion of the Holy Spirit and commun- 
ion by prayer. 

It is this grand privilege of commun- 
ion witli his Maker by tho power of 
utterance that amongst other attributes 
possessed, constitutes the superiority of 
man over tho rest of creation. Not 
that these inferior portions of it are 
altogether mute. To the birds of the 
air and the beasts of the field have 
been given the emission of certain 
sounds suited to their respective na- 
tures and animal existence ; but thus 
limited arc thoir powers becauso vain 
would be the power of speech without 
the use of reason. Upon man only has 
this proud distinction been conferred. 
He alone of all created things enjoys 
tho privilege and power of communion 
with his Maker — a communion not 
limited to this world's existence but to 
be continued in the next, and never- 
ending. Who in contemplation of 
such privilege could adequately feel the 
sense of its value 1 Happy they who 
realize it and act in accordance. Happy 
they whoso morning devotions and 
evening worship ascend to Heaven 
with appeals to the Throne of Grace 
for those purifying influences which 
prepare for admission to tho Kingdom 
of Ilea von. 

But it may be asked, how shall we 
be assured that prayers thus offered up 
are effectual 1 The answer simply is, 
if holy aspirations are enkindled in the 
soul, and we are moved to good deeds, 
wo may be well assured tho good work 
has been begun, that prayer is' heard, 
and that tho divinity in our nature 
thus set in motion has been responded 
to by tho Divinity from above. Never 
should thero be forgotten the touching 
incident related in the parable of the 
Prodigal Son, that " when yet a long 
way off, the father saw him, and had 
compassion on him, and ran, and fell 
upon his neck, and kissed him."

THE LATE MAJOR HUMPHREYS. 



Ixtcldonts of a Strange Lifo. 

As the Supremo Court has rccontly do- 
voted much time to the hearing of a claim 
to the estate of tho late Isaao M. 
Humphreys, commonly known as "Major" 
Humphroys, the following incidents in 
connection with his lifo may prove in- 
teresting just how. Ho was a man who 
very rarely alluded to his previous career, 
but tohiscloBost friends he at times narrat- 
ed disjointed cicu instances concerning it. 
Putting these together link by link a chain 
of evidence, sufficient to supply material 
for a 'sonsational novelist, is formed. 
Major Humphreys was bom in tho State 
of New York in the year 1800 of English 
parents. His father was a physician of 
good standing and considerable wealth 
and on his death ho loft Isaac §10,000. 
Soon afterwards tho mother died, but in 
the meantime Isaac had inherited another 
$10,000 by the death of a younger broth- 
er. The money was placed in "the hands 
of a guardian; but at the age of sixteen 
Isaac, conceiving that the guardian was 
acting oppressively towards him, ran 
away, and soon afterwards found himself 
penniless, and friendless in tho city of 
Philadelphia. From that placo, by tho 
kindncBa of a stage proprietor who heard 
and believed his story of opprension, he 
was onable to reach Pittsburg. Thence ho 
managed to proceed by Bt,earuer to New 
Orleans and horo comes in the turning 
point of his whole life. On tho boat he 
mot a colored stewardess to whom he ro- 
latod his troubles. She seems to have 
been possessed of a kindly heart and ac- 
cordingly offered to advance him $300 to 
assist him to start'in trado between Orleans 
and St. Louis. Good fortune followed tho 
young man's industry and keon business 
conception and at the age of 21 ho had 
amassed upwards of §100,000. During 
these years ho had frequently met his 
benefactress and offored to return tho 
$300 tondered if she would accept it. But 
she always declined, telling him that all 
she wanted was a promise from him that 
if she over becamo destitute ho would as- 
sist her. Years rolled by and on visiting 
Cincinatti ono day Isaac found the old 
steamboat, on which he had first mot 
the stewardess, tied up at tho wharf. He 
made inquiries for tho woman and was 
grieved to learn that she was on a bed of 
siokness and in a penniless condition. He 
extended her every relief she could de- 
sire, but was compelled by business to 
leave Cincinatti for St. Louis. Return- 
ing, however, he again visited tho stew- 
ardess, who was now at the point . of 
death. Immediately she cast her oyes 
upon him bIic threw up her arms, fell 
back and expired. In • due course ar- 
rangements wore made for tho funeral 
which Major Humphreys determined to 
attend, -notwithstanding tho strong feel- 
ing against tho colored people at that 
time. After going to tho funeral he 
stepped into his hotel where he was ridi- 
culed by a guest for paying such a murk 
of respect to a colored person. A quarrel 
ensued and a challenge to fight a duel was 
accepted by Humphreys. On learning the 
full circumstances of tho case, however, 
the stranger made an apology and thero 
tho mattor ended. On proceeding to New 
York the Major found that his guardian 
had diod, that his estate was gono to tho 
dogs and that his wife and child were des- 
titute. In tho courso of the next few 
years ho visited. St. Louis (where ho serv- 
ed in tho militia as a colonel), then ho 
went to the Georgia mines and in tho 
yearl816 started for California. He was tho 
fir8tman in 1848 to pronounce tho mineral 
taken from Suttor Creek to be gold. For 
several years ho rosided in various locali- 
ties in California and amassed wealth 
quickly. In 1851 his health becamo im- 
paired and ho took up his residenco in 
San Francisco, from which city, in 18G2, 
he was about to proceed once more to St. 
Louis, but was deterred from doing so by 
Dr. Hitchcock, who referred to the 
trouble in tho States and induced him 
to como to this Province for the 
benefit of his hoalth. Ho frequently ex- 
pressed an intention of returning to Mis- 
souri, but was peculiarly roticent except 
to one or two friends as to his previous 
career or family relations. Ho died horo 
intestate on December 1st, 1867, and at, 
last his wife and daughter have applied 
for his estate.

The task of hauling out : the steamship 
California was resumed yesterday morn- 
ing at Cook's ways and very successfully 
comploted at 2:15 p.m. Twenty-four fine 
horses wore again attached to tho tacklo 
and as they performed their work the 
vessel ascended tho ways at the rato of 
2Qh inches per minute. When she 
reached that part of the ways which had 
been newly greased the rapidity with 
which she loft the water behind nor was 
particularly noticeable. She is by far 
the largost vessol over hauled out in this 
port, having a register of 676 tons, and 
in order to accomplish the work suc- 
cessfully very heavy purchases had to bo 
used — in fact the heaviest as yet used in 
British Columbia. The length of tho 
ways is 547 and the satisfactory manner in 
which they stood the severo tost thoy 
wore put to demonstrates tho fact that 
sailing vessels of 900 tons rogistor can bo 
hauled out with comparative easo. Tho 
operations yesterday woro witnessed by 
a large concourso of people. Tho 
ship is now some GO feot dis- 
tant from tho water at high tide and a 
sui-voy was held on her yesterday after- 
noon by R. Finlayson, Esq., Lloyd's 
Agont, and C»pts. Dovoreaux, Gardiner 
and Walkor, but tho conclusions arrivod 
at have not yot been diaclosod. Tho no- 
cessary repairs will bo offocted within 
eight days.

DETAILS OP THHLATBBT NIHIL- 
IST PLOT. 

EXECUTION OF YLADITSKY. 
Acro3t of Sovon Othor Conspirators. 

RUSSIA. • 

St. Petersburg, March 4. — The 
name of the would-be assassin of Meli- 
koff is Vladitsky. He says that he 
was ordered to commit the crime, and 
that he acted from principle and not 
from personal motives. When arrested 
he acted in such a manner as to suggest 
mental derangement, but a surgeon 
pronounced him sane. When before 
Gen. Zuroff, Prefect of Police, for pre- 
liminary examination, he made a de- 
claration regarding his arrest last year 
and escape from justice He said that 
he was a native of Minsk, 30 years 
old, and became a convert from Juda- 
ism because it wa3 impossible for a Jew 
to live in St. Petersburg. Gen. Meli- 
koif on Wednesday evening ordered a 
court-martial on Thursday, and the 
trial began at 11 o'clock that clay. The 
prisoner was insolent in language and 
demeanor, and refused to stand up or 
take any part in the proceedings, say- 
ing that he had nothing to add to what 
he had already told Zurofl', that he did 
not want to be troubled any more and 
wanted tho matter finished. Deposi- 
tions were then read and the prisoner 
withdrawn while the Court deliberat- 
ed. He was brought back at 1 o'clock 
and judgment pronounced. 

Vladitsky, after judgment was pro- 
nounced against him, stated that he 
was arrested in St. Petersburg in 1879 
and transported to Insk, but escaped. 
When he heard that his party was 
preparing a revolution for the 2nd of 
March ho resolved to go to St. Peters- 
burg. Having heard of Geu. MelikofFs 
appointment tbo revolutionists ordered 
that nothing be done on the 2d inst.; 
but the postponement of the revolu- 
tion preventing him from getting money 
he resolved to kill Gen. Melikoli', 

St. Petersburg, March 5. — Vlad- 
itsky was brought to-day from the 
fortress to a place of execution nnd 
strapped in a sitting posture in a black 
vehicle with his back to the horses. A 
placard bearing the words "state 
criminal" was attached to his breast, a 
company of Cossacks formed an escort 
and the scaffold was surrounded by in- 
fantry drawn up in a hollow square, 
On the way to the scaffold and after 
reaching it Vladitsky was quite calm, 
smiling occasionally. After the sentence 
had been read Vladitsky turned and 
bowed on all sides to the people. Just 
before he was delivered to the hang- 
man he said a few words to a priest 



and kissed the cross. The execution 
took place in presence of an immense 
concourse. - The body remaineo hang- 
ing twenty, minutes. The police arrest- 
ed seven men in the crowd having the 
appearance of studeuta They were 
taken to the fortress under a strom 
escort. 

It is said that tho seven men taken 
into custody by the police at the execu- 
tion of Vladitsky were arrested for 
saying that though the present attempt 
had failed another would succeed. 

A 'Berlin dispatch reports that the 
Czar in his letter to Emperor William 
states that the Emperor's letter of con- 
gratulation has produced the most in- 
tense satisfaction in St. Petersburg. 

Vienna, March 5.— Unconfirmed re 
ports from St. Petersburg say that im 
portant discoveries have been made 
there and a largo number of people — 
among them some officials, chiefly 
the home department — have been 
arrested in consequence. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, March 5. — In tho Reichs- 
tag yesterday Herr Ilaonol introduced 
a motion calling on Admiral Von 
Stoch, Chief of tho Imperial Admiral- 
ty, to submit to tho House an, official 
report of the loss of tho ironclad Gros- 
ser Kurfursh. Admiral Vpn Stock de- 
nied that he had endeavored to shift 
the responsibility of tho disaster on 
others. Unsep, national liberal, op- 
posed the motion. Ho said that the 
Houso ought to show its approval of 
Admiral Von Stoch's offorts to increase 
the fleet. Haenel's motion was re- 
jected, 

Berlin, March 4. — Bismarck gavo 
a select parliamentary dinner yesterday 
to the more prominent members of the 
Reichstag, including three presidents. 
Bismarck said that his presence in the 
Reichstag tended to produce nervous- 
ness and they could get on much bettes 
without him. 

Berlin, March 5. — Tho population 
of Finland is manifesting a desiro for 
independence. Tho movement is be- 
lieved to be serious, founded on a wide- 
spread national feeling. 

INDIA. 

Lahore, March 5. — Persian letters 
state that Shalhaz Khan, the governor 
appointed by the British, has (led from 
Kohistan. 

CANADA. 
St. Johns,. N.B., March 5. — An un- 
successful attempt to wreck the express 
train going north' on the Intercolonial 
railroad was made last night 
near Welfdrd, where a pile of 
sleepers and other debris had been 
placed on the track. Fortunately the 
engineer succeeded in clearing tho 
path. The miscreants, whose inten- 
tion was evidently plunder, when they 
saw their object had failed, stoned the 
cars, breaking several windows, but 
doing no damage to life or limb. 



So-w tho Earth win Porlsli. 

The planet of Venus has an atmos- 
phere, and it is said to bo at tho vory 
least as dense as that of our own earth. 
Tnon we learn also that oceanB are on 
her surface, because it haB been shown 
by tho spectrum. It appears 'also that 
it closely resembles our earth in con 
ditioh, and that it is the ono planet fit 
to be the abode of living creatures like 
those which exist on the earth. In 
Mars we begin to recognize the effects 
of planetary old age. Theso greenish 
patches we must regard as seas, and 
we find that they are much smaller in 
comparison to the rest of the area than 
in our earth. On our own planet 
72.00 is covered with water, and on 
this only about 50.00. Tho older plan- 
et has the smalller water surface, and 
the idea is suggosted that in oldageof a 
planet the waters gradually diminish 
in extent. 

We pass to the moon to answer that 
question, and here we certainly find no 
tiaces of water. Also wo traco no at- 
mosphere of appreciable density, and 
everything tends to show that she had 
water on her surface, but that it has 
disappeared. Does this seemingly cold 
and dead world appear to have passed 
through tho same stages as our own 
earth ? I think we cannot doubt this 
when we look at her volcanic craters. 
I think, too, there must have been 
there such life as exists on our own 
planet. There were oceans on her sur- 
face, which formerly occupied these 
spots, which, the waters being with- 
drawn, present this -finely granulated 
appearance from its action. This seems 
to be a natural explanation. As the 
planet becomes old the oceans become 
soaked into the planet's interior, the 
crust of the surface, as tho planet cools, 
being formed into large cavities such 
as exist in porous substances, and into 
these the water is withdrawn. Dr. 
Franklin, of England, iias shown that 
four limes as much water as now finds 
place on the earth's surface could be 
found room for in tho inti rior of the 
earth, when the process of cooling has 
gone sufficiently far. Then, in reg-ird 
to the atmosphere, there is certainly 
no trace on the' moon, but we have a 
picture here showing that the volcanic 
action of tho moon was at one time no 
less than in our own earth. The moon 
probably represents tho future of our 
own earth at a distance of time of 
twenty-live millions of years. When 
the old age of the earth will come it 
will cease as tho abode of life. 

Let us pause to consider some of tho 
stars in this regard. Many of them 
are too old and many too young to sus- 
tain life on their surfaces, but that 
they were formed for some purpose 
beyond that of being useful to this par- 
ticular planet there is no doubt, A 
study of the heavens seems to tell us 
that all life should occupy all space 
and all time, and not be crowded into 
one portion of space. I think we may 
look at the heavens, with the thousands 
of stars to bo seen with the naked eye, 
and hold this enough. There, you have 
6,000 suns, each a brother to our own 
sun, though many belong to higher 



orders, and we may believe they have 
thousands of orbs circulating round 
them which are the abodes of life. And 
if each one has but a single world in 
its system as the abode of life, we have 
then thousands of inhabited worlds 
similar, perhaps, to our own. 

In the one single polar map here 
shown there are 324,000 stars, all to 
be seen with a small telescope, and by 
ono of Herschel's telescopes 20,000,000 
stars would have been brought into 
view in tho same section of tho firma- 
ment. But after all thero still remains 
the thought that each planet is tending 
towards death, and though the periods 
of time are so vast that they seem like 
eternity, the dying out of the larger of 
these suns appears to us like the death 
of the universe itself. But take such 
an orb as Sirius, which is a thousand 
times larger than tho sun, and after his 
death all the smaller orbs will have 
died ; but can we escapo the thought 
that thero will still remain others- to 
take their places 1 It seems to me we 
cannot, if wo remember how thorough- 
ly we have been deceived in the past. 
We thought the earth tho centre of 
tho universe , then tho solar system 
was everything ; then that system be- 
came but one in a galaxy of stars, and 
in turn the galaxy of stars is lost in the 
infinitude of stars..-

Important Movoxnont In tho English 
Ohuroh— Rev. A rthur "Wagnor and 
tho Ritualists on Thoir "Way 
to tho Vatican. 



[Cnblu Dispatch to tho N. Y. Herald.] 

London, Feb. 11. —Private dis- 
patches, which I have just received 
from excellent sources in Rome, ena- 
blo to complete the information the in- 
formation briefly given in the London 
Standard regarding the secession of tho 
Ilev. Arthur Wagner, th» ritualist, of 
Brighton. 

There is no doubt whatever that Mr. 
Wagner, by the advice of Mr. Orby 
Shipley, has been secreted recreted ; 
whether like others, he will recede, 
events will show. 

Mr. Wagner's conversion marks the 
beginning oi a long impending and 
carefully prepared movement which 
may ere long bring most of the Ritual- 
istic Anglican clergy over to lloman 
Catholicism. 

A meeting ground has been found 
that may unite tho timid High Church 
Anglicans of the Mackonochie, Tooth 
and Wagner stamp with tho Vatican 
as I know is the wish of most people 
Brighton. Mr. Wagner's church 
nnd several others were never conse- 
crated. Hence they are not within the 
jurisdiction of the Bishop of Chiches- 
ter. These churches are likely to be 
gained to Pome. But the conversion 
'of Mr. Wagner and his imitators is 
conditional, 

the question* of marriagk. 
In tho first place those converts who 
are already married are to be reordain- 
ed (sub tacita conditions.). 

Second — Such converts will bo allow- 
ed to assist in ministering in Catholic 
churches' in mass," benediction! preach- 
ing and catechism, but will not be ad- 
uii.tt.e.cl to parochial functions, especial- 
ly to" confessions. The English and 
Irish laity would never confess to mar- 
ried priests. 

Third — Tho males and females in 
Angelican religious orders aro to pass 
through the novitiate under experienc- 
ed superiors, appointed by Rome, and 
at the end os their novitiate are to be 
professed with simple vows, and will 
continue the philanthropic work under 
Vatican jurisdiction. 

Fourth- — -A special Metropolitan, 
perhaps Cardinal Manning, is to be 
consecrated by tho Popo himself for 
the government of the reconciled, re- 
ordained Alglican clergy. 

Fifth — For the present the parts of 
service outside tho canon of the mass 
aro to be allowed in tho vernacular, 
tho Congregation of Rites deciding 
which pardons of the old Salisbury 
rite are to bo incorporated with the 
liturgy. 

Sixth — The younger clergy are to 
take the usual vows of celibacy when 
ordained sub-deaoons. The converts 
will be allowed and encouraged, if they 
prefer, to adopt the usual mass of Lat- 
in.
